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trustees recently approved a
contract with Meyer-Najem of
Fishers to begin construction on
the library renovation.

The renovation project will add two
rooms for small group meetings, a
room for teens and a larger
conference room that provides
seating for up to 15 people. Once
construction is completed, these
rooms will be available for the
public to use during business
hours. The main service desk will
be moved from its current location
under the skylight, allowing

patrons to enjoy a new seating area.

The library’s children’s room, adult
section and great hall will be re-
carpeted to provide a fresh look
throughout the building.

Library programming, such as
weekly story times and book club,
will continue throughout the
renovation. Location of
programming will be available on
the library’s event page. Click here
for the most up-to-date
information.

The library board does not plan to
close the Tipton location during the
renovation. The meeting room will
serve as a “mini library” with
popular services and new items
available throughout construction,
should the main part of the
building need to close.

The renovation process is expected
to take about 12 weeks to complete.
The library is funding this project
with its own cash reserves.
Construction started on July 31.

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In her 1891 essay, "Higher
Education for Women and Its True
Use," Frances R. Howe wrote, “I
might cite several cases of fathers
who ... declared that their daughters
need learn no more than was
enough for women to know, and so
encouraged neglect of studies,
believing that they were thus
training these daughters in pleasing
womanliness.”

Howe read the essay at the 50th
commencement of Saint Mary's
Academic Institute at Saint Mary-of-
the-Woods.

through 2026
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The American Library Association
has added a second tour of its
"Americans and the Holocaust"
traveling exhibit, which will be
available to 50 additional libraries.
The second tour runs from 2024 to
2026.

The United States Holocaust
Memorial Museum and the
American Library Association
Public Programs Office will present
"Americans and the Holocaust," a
traveling exhibition that examines
the motives, pressures and fears
that shaped Americans’ responses
to Nazism, war and genocide in
Europe during the 1930s and
1940s.

The exhibition addresses important
themes in American history,
including Americans’ responses to
refugees, war and genocide. The
exhibition will challenge the
commonly held assumptions that
Americans knew little and did
nothing about the Nazi persecution
and murder of Jews as the
Holocaust unfolded.

The exhibit is available to public
and academic libraries in the
United States. Individuals and
federal entities are not eligible to

apply.

However, the exhibit can be
displayed in a space other than the
library with some caveats. First, the
library must be the applicant. A
community partner can display the
exhibit for the library, but the

through the 1960s are available,
including annual catalogues from
Anderson’s Female Seminary in
New Albany and Saint Mary’s
Academy in Notre Dame, and
advertising pamphlets from
Ladywood High School and the
Indiana Girls’ School, both in
Indianapolis.

Another item of interest is a
scrapbook with information about
the reunions of "The Academy
Girls," a group of women who
attended the Old Academy in
Franklin. It covers the time period
of 1858 to 1907 and has newspapers
clippings, hand-written letters and
notes and some ephemera such as
pressed flowers and ribbons.

The State Library will continue to
add items this summer, including
materials from Tudor Hall School
for Girls, the American Association
of University Women and other
goodies found while searching the
library's collections.
